New Zealand. 



Prom the Wellington Independent of 
8th September last, which has just 
come to hand, wo gather tho following 
items of interest appertaining to that 
. Colony. In tho first place, it appears 
Now Zealand is nndorgoing a severo 
commercial and monetary depression ; 
but having a Eepresontativo Parlia- 
ment, she has out down the ofSoial ex- 
penditure over 8750,000. It muy not 
be ud instructive to show how this has 
been done. Tho first oxtract, giving 
tho total rovonne for 1868, and the 
second, giving tho proposed rodaotions 
for 1869, are suggestive, or rather in- 
deed speak volumns to ourselves. 

The Colonial Troasuror said; — "I will 
now ask the attention of the committee 
to tho ordinary inoomo and oxpendix 
■are of tho current year. After a 
very careful consideration of tho con- 
dition of tho colony, and tho circum* 
Btanoos by which its sources of rovonuo 
are likely to bo affcotod, 1 fool justified 
in estimating that tho receipts of tho 
Colonial Treasury for tho financial 
yoar ending 30th Juno, 1869, will 
probably bo as follows : —

That these sensible measures of re- 
duction will be carried through Parlia- 
ment, there is no doubt, for obey are 
introduced by the authority of Gov- 
ernment. With an Executive in this 
Colony which possessed the courago 
to meet boldly tho ntcessities it ac- 
knowledges, how soon the day of evil 
whioh haa crippled us so long, would 
pass away. Tho natives have been 
having another little war, but with 
tho saooess of Colonel McDonnell in 
capturing the stronghold of Te-iiguta- 
o-tenManu, tho headquarters of Toto 
Kowaro, it is supposed to bo virtually 
ended. Tho final victory, from tho 
aooounts given, was not very costly 
to our pooplo, cither in money or men, 
but more thau many procoding vic- 
tories it has had a groab moral effect 
upon tho natives, showing thorn how 
useless it is for thorn to contond against 
our authority and power. About tho 
same timo tho great earthquakes oc- 
curred in the Sandwich Islands and 
South Amorioa, Bomo sovoro, but for* 
tunately harmloss shocks wore felt 
throughout tho wholo Colony simul- 
taneously. During tho commotion the 
tidal waves wero very high, and at the 
Chatham Islands, six days' sail frcm 
.Now Zealand, oaused an alarming des- 
truction of proporty. Fortunately the 
inhabitants, with tho exception of ono 
or two nativos, escaped. Tho N Z S S 
Co. recently lost thoir fine vossol 
Taranak;, on Boat Eook, in Tory 
Channel. She had a valuable cargo 
on board, and a number of passengers; 
the latter wero reported all saved. 
Sir George Grey, tho "old Governor," 
as ho was familiarly culled, appears to 
have returned to England, a few 
months since, in spite of tho ugly tales 
told of him formerly, amidst tho most 
enthusiasts demonstrations of esieom. 
Tho Now Zealand gold fields aro esti- 
mated to embrace 700 Bquaro miles. 
So far, ot oourso, only a portion of 
this vast torritory has buon ooctipiod, 
but tho Auokland pooplo appoar to 
have groat faith in their minos, and 
aro investing largo sums for thoir 
successful development. Tho singular 
experiment of admitting Maoris into 
Parliament has proved, in ovory re- 
speot, a oompleto failure, and they aro 
describee' as boiug neither ueofu,'. nor 



ornamental. Intelligent na these 
natives aro generally, it is found to bo 
uscloss attempting to mnho them legis- 
lators. "Whon the present parliament 
expires tho experiment will not bo 
repeated. 



Rothschild on Disraeli. 

Baron llothschild, ono of tho mom- 
borsof Parliamont for tho eity of Lon- 
don, seoks ro-oleotion at tho hands of 
tho constituonoy of that city to the 
Houso of Commons to baohoson undor 
tho now Eoform bill. IIo has, with 
his colleagues, MoBsrb. Crawford, Law- 
rence and Goschen, signod a joint ad- 
dress to tho votors, setting forth thoir 
claims to roprosont tho oapital of 
Great Britain in contrast to thoso of 
tho Disraoli conservative oandidatos. 
In this papor Baron Rothsohild, tho 
best known of the four, comes out in 
recommendation of a hearty voto 
against tho govornmont, seeking to 
prevent tho Cabinet from obtaining 
oven ono momber, undor tho triangu- 
lar miuority clauso return introduced 
into tho franohiso measure of lust 
sossion. Tho Baron saya : "You have 
boon Holoctod, with a few other largo 
constituencies, for tho purpose of test- 
ing tho operation of a novol politioal 
expedient. Tho electors, who havo 
hitherto enjoyed tho privilege of re- 
turning four candidates of thoir 
ohoico, aro now to bo deprived of ono 
of their votes iu order te soouro tho 
8o-callod representation ot a minority. 
But boforo this minority can claim to 
roturn a, mombor, it must comprise an 
adequate proportion of tho constit- 
uency. If it falls short of such a pro- 
portion can it bo said thatTorliament 
intsnded or that tho country would 
approve the surrondor by tho majority 
of any portion of tho representation ? 
It appears that largo as was tho Jibo 
oral majority at tho elootion of 1865, 
the accession to its ranks which it has 
since acquired is such that the minor 
ity, as wo aro advised, will not reach 
the number which would ontitlo the 
conservative party to expoct to roturn 
ono member to Parliament, oven 
undor tho now Bystoin of limited vo< 
ting.

but we do say this, lhat iLe double policy ol 
France is ihe main cause of tt:o uneasiness 
io Fiance and Europe, nnd tho cruel diminu- 
tion of the public wealth. If tho Emperor 
has really raado up his mind lo keep quiot, it 
is very desirable that ba should havo good 
sense enough to renounce unmeaning bra- 
vudo, and lhat ho should not attempt ut onotj 
to make commercial men believe that all is 
calm and inrinualo to the Chalons camp that 
war ia at hand,"

Europe. 

London, Nov 11 — Lord Stauley opened 
his Parliamentary canvass in Ihe borough of 
King's Lynn, with a speech lo his consti 
tuenls. After reviewing and defending the 
policy of the Ministry, he proceeded to con- 
sider iho state of Eurnpo. The mutual 
jealousies and overgrown armies of France 
and Prussia were sources of uneasiness; but 
he believed if tho peaco were maintained, 
France would become reconciled to the Union 
of Germany. He feared that Turkey was in 
danger from internal causes. Rotnrning to 
the quesiion which agitated England, he de- 
clared himself in favor of reform, but was 
opposed to tho disestablishment of the Irish 
Church, la the course of his address he an- 
nounced that the differences with the United 
States were nearly settled, that tho arrange- 
ments made wanted only the ratification of 
the Government at Washington. 

Paris, Nov 13. -At tho Council of Ministers 
held at the Tuilleries, proof waf adduced of 
the exialence of a conspiracy to overthrow 
tho existiig order of affairs in Franco. Re» 
solutions wore adopted providing for tho use 
of tbe most vigorous measures for its sup- 
pression. 

Tbe Herald's London special says Bur- 
dinKnme and tho Chinese Embassy were 
olfioially recoived by Iho Quoen at Windsor, 
on Ihe 2nd. 

At a meeting of Ihe various politic I clubs 
ol Mndrid, it woe unanimously agreed to ac- 
cept a Monarchial form of Government, 
based on Divino rights, bnt tho sovereignty 
of the poople to be expressed by universal 
suffrage.

London, Nov ll--Tho Queen's proclema- 
lion dissolving Purlinmont was promulgated 
to-day. The election writs havo boon issued 
and tho 10th day of December is tho 
designated timo for meoling of next Parlian 
ment- 

London, Nov 13 — It is officially denied 
that Archbishop of York and Bishop of 
Oxford will bo promoted lo the respective 
stoB of Canterbury and York. 

Vienna, Nov 13— The bill for putting the 
army on u war fooling passed Iho Roiohetruth 
by a large majority. 

Madrid, Nov 13— Tho Papal Nuncio con- 
tinues relations with tho new Government of 
Spain. 

St. PuTERsiiUHrj, Nov 11 — Tho Inter- 
national Military Convention, called by tho 
Emperor Aloxander, to draw up tho conven- 
tion for mitigation of the horrors of wur, com- 
menced its session in this oily, under tho 
Presidency of tho Ruasinn Minister of Wor. 

New York, Nov 15— The Ilcrald's special 
says, La Communioa, tho Revolutionary As- 
sociation of tho French rolugees, has issued 
a manifesto rooommonding tho ovorthrow of 
Louis Napoleon and tho Imperial dynasty. 

London, Nov 15— A fine meteoric display 
was witnessed by observers at Oxford Uni- 
versity to-night. 



Berlin. Nov 15— Tbe Prussian budget 
was submitted to the Diet to-day, Baron 
"Von Vonderbelde, Financial Minister, s n re* 
marks said, the financial difficulties in Prussia 
were merely transitory, and the affairs in 
Europe were favorable to peace.

DELAYED DISPATCHES, 

California. 

San Francisco, Nov. 9— A horrible 
tragedy occurred in this city yesterday 
morning at tho house of Mr John McDoiio 
aid, No. 1218, Kearney street. A young 
Dano, named Lnurcnts Jacobson, living 
in tho family of Mr McDonald, fell in love 
with Miss McDonald, an estimable girl, 
aged about 14 years. His attachment 
was not reciprocated nor were his ad- 
dresses sanctioned by tho parents, and at 
their reqnest ho removed to another 
boarding place. Ho roturnod to visit tho 
family, and on Saturday evening bought a 
bottle of champagne, of which Mr and 
Mrs McDonald and tho children merely 
tasted, and were afterwords taken violent- 
ly ill. It afterwards transpired that 
Jacobson had attempted to poison the 
entire family, but owing to the small 
quantity which each drank, they 
escaped death. Foiled in this attempt, he 
returned to tbe houso at ono o'clock in 
tho morning, effectiug an entrance 
through the window. Me proceeded to 
Miss McDonald's room, sshot her through 
tho head and placiug the pistol to his own 
head, blew out his brains. Miss McDon- 
ald survived until 9 o'clock this morning 
and expi r ed. 

Levi Keller, tho nuctionoor, and candi- 
date on tho Republican ticket for Public 
Administrator, attempted yesterday after- 
noon to commit_suicide. Somo of Keller's 
friends say he accidentally took soino 
medici'jo internally which had beon pre- 
scribed for use externally. Other state* 
incuts aro to tho fact that ho declared his 
intention of suicide and swallowed poison. 
Being discovered afterwards, a physician 
was summoned who saved his life. 



Tho North-West Territory. 



Befrro the Parliament of Canada wns 
prorogued there was laid before it a 
despatch from tho Duke of Buckingham, 
iti which, after acknowledging tho receipt 
of tho joint address of both Houses to 
Her Majesty, praying for tho annexation 
to Oauada of Rupert's Lund and the 
North- West Territory, his Graco pro- 
ceeds to say that Her Majesty's Govern, 
mcnt will lecominond a compliance with 
tho prayer of the address so soon as they 
shall he empowered to tlo so with a just 
regard to the rights and interests of llor 
Mujesty's subjects interested in those ter- 
ritories; but thoy aro advised that re- 
quisite powers of government and legisla- 
tion cannot consistently with tho charter 
of tbo Hudson Bay Company bo trans- 
ferred to Canada without an Act of Par- 
liament. Tho company havo hold the 
charter and exercised privileges couferrsd 
by it for 200 years, including tho rights 
of government and legislation, together 
with tho property of all tho lands and 
precious metals; and various eminent law 
officers consulted in succession havo all 
declared that the validity of this clmrtor 
cannot easily bo disputed by tho Grown. 
His Graco goes on to say that ho hits 
called upon tho company to state the 
terms on which they would bo prepared 
to surroudor to the Crown whatever 
rights they may have,, intimating "ihat no 
present payment in monoy would bo mado 
to them, but they might havo a reserva- 
tion of defined portions of land, and of a 
share of tho futuro proceeds of land and 
precious metals of tho territory up to a 
certain. fixed amount. He proposed to 
introduce a bill into Parliament to autho- 
rize an arrangement on this basis, and 
degne tho torritory. With rospect io tho 
North-West territory, tho same obstaclo 
does not exist, but whilo it remains sepa- 
rated from Canada by tho Eudson Bay 
Company territory still under that com- 
pany's govorumeut, Cunada would proba- 



bly not desire to undertake the govern* 
ment of it. A portion of the North 
West territory immediately adjacent to 
British Columbia will probably he retain- 
ed by the Crown with a view to an incor- 
poration of it with that colony.— Times.
